However, the above restrictions shall not apply to 
Public Servants / Police /Defence Personnel and 
Security Personnel on duty and to those members of the 
Community who are entitled to display weapons by 
long standing law , custom and usage , unless they are 
found to be indulging in violence or posing a threat to 
the maintenance of law and order and peaceful conduct 
of elections .
